Claims 2, 3, 5. 5, 8.9, 11 and 12 are pending . 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments (see Remarks pages 7-8) filed 2/28/2006, with respect to claims 2, 5, 8 
and 1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The finality and 35 USC 102(e) rejection 
of claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8, 9, 11 and 12 have therefore been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2, 3. 5. 6, 8, 9. 1 1 and 12 are allowed. 

Reasons for A llowance 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest neither singly nor in combination, the claimed 
limitation of the message text is posted on the bulletin board when the message text does not 
include a notable word in the notable words collection; the second database is searched by using 
the notable word as a keyword when the message text includes a notable word in the notable 
words collection, and if no records including the notable word exist in the second database then 
the message text is posted on the bulletin board; and when a record including the notable words 
exists as a result of searching the second database, the word in the message text is converted into 
a hypertext format having a URL generated properly to which the word is linked as a link 
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destination, and the message text is posted on the bulletin board, the URL being so described as 
to constitute a start instruction. Although cited prior 'art of reference, Uchino et al (US 
6,865,715) discloses providing a URL for a keyword linking a user to a specific document within 
a display list, specifically Uchino et al fails to teach providing a URL that constitutes a start 
instruction to a search-report program with reports a result of searching the second database by 
using the notable word as a keyword. This Umitation, in conjunction with other limitations in the 
independent and dependent claims, is not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the 
prior art of record. A review of Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8, 9, 11 and 12_in view of the Examiner's 
remarks above, indicates that Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8, 9, 1 1 and 12_are allowable over the prior art of 
record.
